ALCORN STATE UNIVERSITY 


“Educational Garden Of Eden” 

Alcorn State University, the oldest land-grant college for 
Blacks in the United States, had its beginning in 1830 as Oakland 
College for the education of white male students. The Presbyte- 
rian school closed its doors at the beginning of the Civil War so 
that its students might answer the call to arms. The College was 
renamed Alcorn in 1871 in honor of the late James L. Alcorn, who 
was then governor of the state. 

In accordance with the Morrill Land-Grant Act of 1862, the 
Mississippi State legislature renamed Alcorn University Alcorn 
Agricultural and Mechanical College in 1878. The objectives of 
Alcorn State University include: 

(1) to prepare young people for scholarship and service in the 
areas of general and applied knowledge, as represented by the 
three divisions of instruction at the University: Arts and Sciences, 
Education and Vocational Education; 

(2) to develop leadership, in general, and in areas peculiar to the 
various curricular offerings for Mississippi, the United States and 
the world; 

(3) to perform the roles and functions of a land-grant university 
in the areas of teaching, research and community service; 

(4) to contribute various educational services to meet the needs 
of the community at large; and 

(5) to provide curricular and other services to respond to the 
demands of a dynamic democratic society. 

Today, Alcorn State is carrying out its functions. Its vocational curricular and related sciences are enhanced by a sound foundation 
of general studies. These curricular and a competent staff of teachers and administrators are tools employed by Alcorn State University 
to prepare students to live fully, effectively, graciously and cooperatively in a democratic society while serving the needs of the people 
in the state and nation. 
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THE PRESIDENT 


Dr. Walter Washington assumed the presidency of Alcorn State University in 1969 and immediately 
began to pioneer with creative ideas and positive changes and programs designed to enhance the statue of the 
oldest of the land-grant institutions of higher learning. 

Under the direction of Dr. Washington ASU committed itself in state and national education, leadin 5 
the University into the mainstream of American public life and strengthening Из traditional academic 
leadership. 

Being ASU’s number one fan is more than just an honorary title for Dr. Washington. Despite the 
demands of running the university effectively, he still finds time to attend most of the athletic events at the 
institution. He is a staunch supporter of the entire athletic program and feels that the positive influence gained 
through athletic competition helps to educate men and women to become more productive citizens in a highly 
competitive world. 

A man of many experiences, he has served as Dean and President of the Mississippi Teacher’s 
Association, the National Pan-Hellenic Council and the National Alumni Council of the United № egro College 
fund. He was designated by the Jackson Daily News panel as one of the most influential Mississippians in the 
1970's. 

A frequent visitor to the “Rose Garden” since President George Bush won the last election, he 
persuaded him to become the first President in the history of Alcorn State to visit the University, delivering 
the 1989 commencement address. The one word to describe Dr. Washington’s tenure the last twenty years is 
progress. 
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THE FACULTY 


The Alcorn State University faculty is made up of dedicated men and women many of whom have attended leading colleges and 
universities throughout the world. Close to half hold terminal degrees; many are currently engaged in research or have published in their 
academic specialties. Their expertise is the glue that holds this fine educational institution projects each year through various academic 
departments. Among the departments involved in intensive research are agriculture, biology, chemistry, home economics, industrial 
technology, education, business and others. 

The university’s branch of the Mississippi Agricultural and forestry Experiment Station and the Cooperative Extension Program are 
but two of a number of diverse programs designed to give both student and professor the broadest possible educational experience. 


CAMPUS LIFE 


Alcorn offers you a warm, comfortable and friendly setting in which to learn, not only in the classroom, but also through those many 
extra-curricular activities that make college life so rewarding.

The University offers the following degrees: the Associate of Science in Nursing, the Bachelor of Arts, the Bachelor of Science, the 
Bachelor of Music Education, the Master of Science in Education, and the Master of Science in Agriculture. These degrees may be earned 
in both day and evening class sessions.

He was Athletic Director and Head Football Coach at Higgins 
High in Mccomb for six years and also was briefly employed at 
Mississippi Valley State. 

Brooks was a three year letterman in baseball and football at 
Jackson State. For his accomplishments, he was inducted into the 
JSU Sports Hall of Fame in 1985. He holds membership in too many

approved Basketball Officials and is a deacon at Walker's Chapel 
F.W. Baptist Church in McComb.

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ABOUT THE HEAD COACH 
Cardell Jones 


First year coach Cardell Jones is an alumnus of the university, graduating in 1965 with a degree in Health & Physical 
Education. He later received his MS in Health & Physical Education from Tennessee State in 1973. 

He began his coaching career at Addision High School in Port Gibson as head boys and girls track coach from 1965 to 1967. 
He was an assistant football coach at Vicksburg High from 1967 to 1975 and became head mentor the ’75 season, serving as 
head for two seasons. He then went to Jackson State the 1977 season as defensive backfield coach up to 1980, was runningback 
coach from 1981-1984, defensive backfield coach from 1985 to 1987 and attained the position of offensive coordinator/ 
quarterback and wide receiver coach in '87. He held this position until he resigned from Jackson State in '90 to become head 
coach at Alcorn State. 

Jones, who always carries a big smile, is firm when it comes down to the business of football. An expert at communicating 
with his players, they are always in his office, seeking advice, knowing that listening to his advice will result in winning. 

He believes in a wide open offense, but a balanced one. Jackson Statei is known for its runningbacks, but several of his pupils 
while there are now in the professional ranks such as Tim Bamett, Buster Barnett and Cleo Simmons. He is confident that 
present receivers Jimmy Smith and Harold Heath, a tight end, will be very high draft choices in 1992. 

The Braves know that Jones has also produced professional runningbacks Larry Cowan with the Dolphins, Otis Brown with 
the Cardinals and Sylvester Stamps of the Atlanta Falcons. They are aware of this, and they listen. 

The defensive backs know that two of his products were drafted, Mike Wallace with the Browns and Kevin Dent with the 
Cardinals. Combine that with the fact that ASU is already ‘Defensive Back University’, and you can see why the '91 Braves 
are so attentive. 

Jones believes in putting the best 22 players on the field as starte rs and talented depth pushing the starters to always perform 
at their best. 

Dedicated to returning the defense to the “Scalping quarterbac ks’ Braves of old, he wants his defenders to be sound in 
fundamentals, aggressive and quick. Thus we have the ‘SAQ Pack’.

The Braves will play 11 games as Opposed to nine in '90, which should make Alcornites happy. What won’t make coach 

Jones happy is that nine of the games will be on the road, with only two in Lorman, not a good welcome-to-your-first-year- 

of-coaching present to Alcornite Jones. ASU plays more games on the road than any team in the nation this season. 

The Braves return 17 starters from last season, and had a great recruiting year, but Jones would trade that in for a schedule 
of five at home and six on the road, or vice versa. “I'd rather we were half-and-half with home and away games as it can get 
very tiresome with so many road games.” The first six games are on the road and ASU opens up September first against Albany 
State in Soldier Field in Chicago. 

Despite the drawbacks of the schedule, Jones looks forward to having a winning season, He brings a wide open offensive 
attack to Alcorn, and a defense which will be known as the ‘SAQ Pack!” He likes his defenders sound, aggressive and quick. 

Offensively this season, ASU returns All-American receivers Cedric ‘CC’ Tillman and Torrance ‘TD’ Small. Quarterback 
Reginald ‘Rain Man’ Martin returns as an experienced junior and his production should increase due to his knowledge of the 
game. 

Jones wants to have three good quarterbacks, and wants capable backup coming from the likes of Billy Cole of Indianola. 
Steve ‘Air II’ McNair, a freshman, will be trying to be one of the three Brave passers. 

Besides ‘Untouchables’ Tillman and Small, Jones can rely onreceivers Andre Washington, Fernando Evans and Tony Price. 


Jones has sent two JSU tightends to the pro ranks while offensive coordinator at the SWAC institution in the persons of 
Buster Barnett and Cleo Simmons, and wants players of that same caliber on the '91 squad. Steve Thomas, а 6'7 235 pound 
basketball player right now, fills the bill best, with Tracy Cook and Michael Dent getting long looks. 


of Birmingham, Harry Brown of Belzoni and Aaron Thompson of Tylertown. The Braves ground game only needs a fullback, 
and Jones vows to have that position solidified by September first. 

The offensive line returns all of the starters except one, and J ones is looking at Keith Hudson, Michael Dentor William Logan 
as possible starters at center. Big Shaun Archer anchors the massive offensive line which will consist of veterans Justin Smith 
of Louisville, Mike Ellis of West Palm Beach, Florida and Larry Walker of Jackson. Archer is from Port Gibson. 

Defensively, the Braves will return to the days of yore, when Marino Casem was head coach, putting pressure on the 
quarterback as much as possible. *We'll bend but not break, we'll camouflage our defenses, we'll play some zone and some 
man-to-man, we'll blitz, whatever is stopping the Opposition at the time, that’s what we'll go with. I like my defenders sound, 
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very aggressive and quick, playing in unison, all working to get to the ball. When I say sound, I mean thorough in all basic 
fundamental techniques.” 

Jones is very pleased with his linebackers, wants more depth on the line and is satisfied with the defensive backs, who in 
pro ball have made quite a name for themselves. Professional lineups are graced with such recent alums as Garry Lewis of 
the Raiders, Milton Mack of the Saints and Ike Holt of the Cowboys. 

ASU is counting on defenders Al Childers of Louisville, Kermit O’ Ville of Opelousas and Spurgeon Banyard of 
Jackson from the linebacking corps, linemen Orrease May of Monticello and Derrick Ransom of Clinton plus deep backs 
Shadrick Moore of Charleston, Eric Ward of Hattiesburg, Sidney Felder of McComb and Keiver Campbell of Greenville. 

The kicking game is solid with punter Earnest Fann returning as well as placekicker Kurt White. Fann is from Birming- 
ham and White from Prentiss. Jones is looking for guys to back Fann and White up and the leading candidate is Greg 
Harden of Jackson. 

Jones and his staff spent a lot of time in the Spring on upgrading the special teams, and will of course emphasize that 
again this Fall. ASU didn’t return any punts or kickoffs for touchdowns in ’90 and want to score by any means possible 
in '91. 

The players all have positive attitudes, are in perfect shape and eager to compete for the league championship. The 
motto for '91 is “Next Year Is Now!”

CEDRIC 'CC' TILLMAN TORRANCE 'TD' SMALL 


When one thinks of the Untouchables, the idea comes to mind of law enforcement officers during the Elliot Ness era Striking 
down crime headed by Al Capone. 

The '91 version of those good guys are the Alcorn State senior receivers Cedric ‘CC’ Tillman of Gulfport and Torrance ‘TD’ 
Small of Tampa, Florida, good guys fighting the evilness of the defensive backs on every opposing team that ASU will face 
this season. 

The Brave receivers are undoubtedly the two best receivers ona single college football team in the nation, Division I, I-AA, 
NAIA, it doesn’t matter. With the maturation of quarterback Reginald ‘Rain Man’ Martin, ASU has two receivers who are 
each capable of catching 50 plus passes in '91. 

They are tall, Small is 673 1/2 and Tillman 6'3. Both weigh 195 pounds and both have bulked up since being students of 
Coach Cardell Jones’ weight program. In other words, they are in better shape now than they have been since becoming Braves. 

‘CC’ caught 36 passes for 538 yards and four touchdowns and made the 90 All-SWAC second team. He was double teamed 
on almost every offensive down when ‘TD’ was injured, but still managed to get in the open. 

Aftermaking acrobatic catches, before then running precise pass patterns, he would run the ball like a runningback. His open 
field running and strength saw him break small gainers into long ones. 

His best catch in '90, against rival Jackson State in the last game of the season, a 38 yarder for a touchdown with no time 
left on the halftime clock, a catch wherein he out jumped the two defenders. 

He has that Jerry Rice speed, putting on the jets after making a catch, outdistancing the defender. He may run а 4.6 40 on 
timing day, but a 4.4 40 after making a catch. 

Small caught 23 passes in '90, but only played in five games due to a freak injury. He recovered enough to haul in ten catches 
against Jackson State and as stated before, this ‘Untouchable’ is in the best condition of his career, high school or college. 

He is very acrobatic, not fearing for his body when lunging for catches. He too runs awesome pass routes and runs a 4.5 40 
before catching the pigskin. He also has the ability to add some speed after making a catch. 

Coach Jones will utilize Small’s searing speed on kick-off and punt returns, and this will just be another weapon in the Brave 
offensive arsenal. Jones aim is to get the ball into this speed merchants hands as much as possible. 

On the all-time ASU receiving list, Small is fourth with 85 catches and Tillman seventh with 71. Small could end his career 
as the leader, eclipsing Milton Bamey’s 127, while Tillman could move up to third. 

When fans get the chance to see these two pro bound athletes on the field at the same time, catching like Lynn Swann and 
running like Gayle Sayers, they will say they are untouchable! And they'll be right, they are Alcorn State's ‘Untouchables’!

The Southwestern Athletic Conference (SW AC) was founded in Houston, Texas in 1920 and had an original membership of six colleges. The original 
“Super 6” consisted of Bishop College, Paul Quinn College, Sam Houston College, Prairie View College, Texas College and Wiley College. Its 
founding fathers were С.Н. Fuller, H.J. Mason and Willie Stams of Prairie View; Red Randolph and С.Н. Patterson of Paul Quinn; G. Shitte Jordan 
of Wiley; and D.C. Fowler of Texas College. 

Paul Quinn became the first of the original SWAC members to withdraw from the league when it did so in 1929. When Langston University of 
Oklahoma was admitted into the conference two years later, it began the migration of state-supported institutions into the SWAC. Southern University 
of Baton Rouge, LA entered the ranks in 1934, followed by Arkansas AM&N of Pine Bluff, AK in 1936 and Texas Southern University of Houston, 
TX in 1954. 

Rapid growth in enrollment of the state-supported schools made it difficult for the church-supported schools to finance their athletic programs and 
one-by-one they fell victims to the growing athletic prowess of tax-supported colleges. Bishop withdrew in 1956, Langston in 1957 and Sam Houston 
in 1959, one year after the admittance of two more state-supported schools--Grambling College of Grambling, LA and Jackson College of Jackson, 
MS. 

The enter-exit cycle continued in 1961 when Texas College withdrew, followed by the admittance of Alcorn AN&M College of Lorman, MS in 
1962. Wiley left in 1968, the same year that Mississippi Valley State College of Itta Bena, MS entered. Arkansas AM&N exited in 1970 and Alabama 
State University of Montgomery, AL entered the league in 1982. 

Today, the SWAC ranks among the elite of the nation in terms of alumni playing with professional teams. Its current membership of Alabama State, 
Alcorn State, Grambling State, Jackson State, Mississippi Valley State, Prairie View A&M, Southern and Texas Southern are all NCAA Division I 
members, Division I-AA in football.
